Rutgers, The State University, which began as a struggling colonial college be- 
fore the Revolution, celebrated its Bicentennial Anniversary in 1966. Founded in 
1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers originally was called Queens College under a 
charter from King George II of England. The young college’s existence was 
threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, just as unprece- 
dented expansion was experienced after the last World War, 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later it was 
designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was cn- 
larged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 


New Jersey College for Women (renamed Douglass in 1935) was founded in 
1918 and in 1945, all divisions of Rutgers were brought within the designation of 
the State University of New Jersey. The College of South Jersey, now known as 
Camden-Rutgers, joined the family in 1950 and Rutgers came under management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors as Rutgers, The State University, in 1955. 


Under the direction of Dr, Mason W. Gross, president from 1959 to Sept. 1, 
1971, Rutgers grew from approximately 3,500 to about 7,000 now, including enroll- 
ment at Livingston, the newest college of the University. Continued expansion is 
expected within the next 10 to years, 

Dr. Edward J. Bloustein was named to succeed Dr. Gross as the 17th president 
of Rutgers, effective Sept. 1, 1971.

John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


OVERALL mark of 62-40 and four outstanding 

teams—g-o in 1961, 8-1 in 1960, 8-2 in 1968 and 
6-3 in 1969 are the highlights of the 11 years John 
Bateman has spent as head coach of Rutgers football. 

Bateman brought instant success here from three 
years as an assistant at Penn and 11 years as an aide 
to Lou Little at Columbia. His first two teams won 
17 of 18 games and Bateman, himself, asked, “What do 
we do for an encore?” 

The Scarlet then ran into some lean years, just 
about breaking even. In 1968 things began_ clicking 
again and Rutgers earned fifth place in the East with 
its 8-2 record and won its last five games. “That was 
my most satisfying season as a coach,” Bateman said. 

: . A native New Jerseyan, Bateman attended Central 
High and St. Benedict's Prep in Newark before entering Columbia in 1934. He 
played guard under Little at Morningside Heights, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven, 
After three years in the Navy and three years of coaching at Middletown, N.Y, 
High School, he joined Little’s staff at his alma mater in 1940. 

When Batenian first came to Rutgers, he installed the double-wing T which 
had been successful at Penn under Steve Sebo. In recent years, the Scarlet has 
changed to a balanced line T attack, including the “I” and split backfields. “You 
can't stand pat. Defenses catch up with offenses and new (old) wrinkles must be 
tried,” Bateman says. 

Named in 1961 as “Coach of the Year” by the Washington, D. C., Touchdown 
Club, Bateman holds a master’s degree in political science and a doctorate in edu- 
cation from Columbia. To many, he is known as “Doctor John,” 

Bateman and his wife, Anita, have three sons and are grandparents. 


Frank Burns, Associate Head Coach 


RANK BURNS assumed a new job in 1968 and in 
the process, lost some of his records. Appointed as 
Associate Head Coach by Bateman, Burns continued to 
direct the offense and his number one pupil, Rich 
Policastro, proceeded to wipe some of Burns’ passing 
records off the Rutgers books. This is Burns’ third 
term on the Rutgers coaching staff. Immediately after 
concluding a spectacular college career as a quarter- 
back, he became a freshman aide in 1949. He left here 
for a two-year stint as head coach at Johns Hopkins, 
returned in 1956, then spent four years as head coach 
at Chatham High School. He joined Bateman’s staff in 
“ ss 1961. A native of Roselle Park, Burns earned All-East 
\ honors as a quarterback and played in the East-West 
= stots = and Herald Tribune Shrine games, carning the most 
valuable player trophy in the latter. 


Robert Naso, Defensive Coach 


OB NASO became defensive coordinator in 1968, his third job as a member 

of John Bateman’s staff. Originally the freshman coach, a post he held three 
years, Naso became defensive line coach in 1964 and in 1968 took charge of de- 
fensive planning. Naso, who was head lacrosse coach from 1962 through 1971, ex- 
celled in football and lacrosse as an undergraduate. An All-American in the latter 
sport, he had a Gg-46-1 record as coach. In 1968 he was head coach of the North 
team in the all-star game. 


William J. Speranza, Defensive Backs 


UCCESS has followed Bill Speranza’s football career. As a senior quarterback, 
he helped guide Rutgers to an undefeated record (g-o in 1961). His last of four

seasons as Rutgers freshman coach (1967) the record was 5-0. And in 1968, when 
he took charge of the defensive backs, Rutgers went 8-2 and his pass defenders held 
the opposition to only five touchdowns via the air—threc in the last game. Speranza, 
who coached for two years in his native Bethlehem, Pa., was an outstanding base- 
ball catcher for Rutgers in addition to playing football. 


James Taigia, Offensive Line 
EW TO the staff in 1968, Jim Taigia in 1969 took over direction of the of- 
fensive line, facing a giant rebuilding task. Graduation took its greatest toll 
in these ranks. A teammate of Frank Burns’ during their Rutgers playing days 
under Harvey Harman, Taigia coached at Piscataway, Hillside and Rahway High 
Schools before returning to his alma mater. He was a guard as a college player. 
While a high school coach, he was active as a basketball official. 


Sampson Brown, Defensive Line 


FTER TWO years as assistant freshman coach, with responsibilities for coach- 

ing the linemen, Sam Brown was frosh coach in 1969 and became defensive 

line coach last year. A native and resident of Rahway, Sam came to Rutgers in 1964 

as a aq-year-old sophomore and after seven years away from competition, made the 

varsity as a defensive lineman. Sam has been active in community work and in 

1968 served as director of the N.C.A.A.-sponsored Rutgers Summer Youth Program, 
His 196g team was 5-2. 


Peter Savino, Freshman Coach 
EWEST MEMBER of the Rutgers staff is Pete Savino, who has been singled 
out since his arrival as a playcr at Rutgers in 1965 as “coaching material.” A 
great at Perth Amboy High School, Pete played quarterback, end and defensive 
back for Rutgers and coaches the freshman backs. He is doing graduate study in 
addition to coaching.

Although offense has been the trade mark of Lafayette teams recently, first-year 
Coach Neil Putnam believes that defense will be the strong point, Linemen Joe 
Person and Stu Steelman form the nucleus for the defense. The secondary may be 
the strongest position with five lettermen returning.

Delaware, winner of the Lambert Cup and victor of the Boardwalk Bowl the 
past three seasons, should be strong again although 15 new starters must be found.

“Young teams usually are exciting to watch, but it’s not the kind of excitement 
coaches like to sce,” Bateman said. “But we have some promising players among 
the newcomers and we should have the kind of team which will develop steadily as 
it gains confidence.” 

The Scarlet’s problem is a senior class numbering only eight and a letterman 
cadre of only 1g, including place-kicker John Pesce. Assuming that lettermen all 
win starting jobs, that means 10 spots are open for newcomers and it could be that 
between six and eight starters will be sophomores. 

Some of the questions were answered in spring practice, but key ones remain 
for the fall. O£ prime concern, of course, is quarterback, where an unheralded 
sophomore, Gary Smolyn, showed so well in two spring games that he thrust him- 
self smack into the middle of an already complicated situation. 

Rutgers’ strengths appear to be its solid corps of linebackers, receiving and a 
respectable group of running backs, 

Suspect until they prove otherwise are the front lines. Of the front four on 
defense and the six close offensive linemen, there are only three returnees and 
sophomores dominate among the aspirants for the vacant jobs. 

There is some experience and considerable ability in the secondary and Pesce 
gives the Scarlet a three-point threat from 4o or more yards out. 

Offensively, oft-injured Larry Robertson is the tailback and Bill Donaldson, a 
veteran of numerous positions, is the fullback. Bob Carney is the flanker. 

Dave Rinehimer, guard, and Larry Christof, a multi-talented tight end, are 
the forward wall veterans. The rest of the line is new and will average about 215, 
but its speed is questionable. 

Defensively, Andy Malckoff, Gary Martin and Sam Picketts are the veteran 
linebackers to support the basically new four-man front. All are quick, strong and 
cover well against passes. Alan Bain, tackle, is the one returnce up front, All of his 
partners may be sophomores and inexperience here will hurt. 

Bob Shutte, moved from halfback to safety, and Joe Epps, halfback, each let- 
tered last year but the other secondary men will be new. 

“This is one of the better groups of sophomores in recent seasons, but there 
is little time for learning. These young men would best be able to mature behind 
veteran starters, but that luxury isn’t possible. So we'll rise or fall on the new- 
comers, with an cye toward late-season maturity,” Bateman said.

Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


LBERT W. TWITCHELL is entering his 11th year as athletic director. A 1935, 
Rutgers alumnus, Twitchell has been on the University staff since 1947, serving 

as a coach in lacrosse (head) and football (assistant) for the first 1g years. 

Twitchell compiled a go-31-1 12-year lacrosse record, was once coach of the year 
and is in the Lacrosse Hall of Fame. In administration, he has served on numerous 
eastern and national committees, was a principal organizer, and is president, of the 
National Association of College Athletic Directors, and directed Rutgers’ resounding 
Centennial celebration in 1969.

All-Americans 


Four Rutgers players have been sclected as All-Americans by recognized national 
agencies. They ave Paul Robeson, Homer Hazel, Bill Austin and Alex Kroll. 

Robeson, an end, was selected in 1917 and tg18 to become the first Rutgers 
player so honored. 

Hazel, who died in 1968, was selected in 1923 and iggy, the first time as an 
end, the next year at fullback. 

It wasn’t until 1958 that another Rutgers player was selected. Austin, who 
played tailback in the single wing, was selected 12 years ago at a halfback position. 

And in 1961, when Rutgers completed a 9-0 season, Kroll was named to the 
center spot, carning first-team ranking on seven of the nine nationally-named teams. 


Where It All Began 


As most football fans are aware, the fivst intercollegiate football game w 
played Nov. 6, 1869, in New Brunswick, between Rutgers and Princeton. Rutgers 
won that game, six goals to four. 

In 1969, Rutgers and Princeton were joined by all the nation’s colleges in cele- 
brating the football Centennial. Under the direction of Athletic Director Al 
Twitchell and in conjunction with the N.C.A.A, a season-long, nation-wide cele- 
bration was held. 

The anniversary was recognized by the issuance of a 6¢ commemorative stamp, 
some 350 colleges used “100” helmet and uniform insignia, a centennial medallion 
was coined and Barbara Specht of Texas Tech reigned as the Centennial Queen,
